BRIAND’S MINISTRY

CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES SHOWS 
CONFIDENCE; DELIVERS 
RINGING ADDRESS.

PARI®, Jan. 22.—Aristide Briand, 
France's new Premier, and mem- 
bere of his Ministry, were given «a 
record vote of confidence by the 
Chamber of Deputies last night. By 
a vote of 475 to 68 the Deputies put 
their stamp of approval on the 
policies of M. Briand, who, in a 
two-hour speech, characterized by 
\ite vigor and oratory, answered in- 
terpellations and promised to make 
the collection of reparations from 
Germany the guiding principle of 
his administration. 

The Premier avoided a statement 
of any definite pian for carrying out 
the treaty and the restoration of 
France to its former economic posi- 
tion. 

At the outset of his speech, M. 
Briand told the Chamber that it 
must give the new government a 
clean cut vote of confidence “at this 
critical time when the policies of 
France probably will be pledged for 
the next two years.” 

The size of the vote, which sur- 
prised many Deputies, is regarded 
as not only an expression of con- 
fidenee in the government but as 
a manifestation of national unity in 
the face of the forthcoming meet- 
ine of the Allies.

Consequently 
income tax and super-tax are cal- 
culated on the “unearned” basis. 

The Bishop of Lichfield has a 
yearly income of _ $21,000; of this 
$10,000 goes in taxes. Church ex- 
penses run up to $6500, leaving $4500 
to maintain his palace. The bishop 
says it cannot be maintained on less 
than $10,000 a year. That's why he 
got out. 

OLD DAYS WERE FAT. 

The income of the bishops was 
fixed by Parliament eighty years 
ago on an exceedingly generous scale 
for those days. Under that arrange- 
ment the palrces could be kept go- 
ing in royal cvtyle and the bishops 
leave behind a comfortable fortune 
for their heirs. But before the Par- 
Mamentary reform the bishops en- 
joyed their real halcyon days. Their 
incémes were frequently six times 
what they are today. ;

WORSE LUCK 
THESE DAYS. 
Decrease in Thefts for First 
Time Since Stealing Became 
| Fashionables’ 


For the first time in the history 
of motoring, there was an annual 
in the number of

| thefts uring 1920 over 1919, poe 


_ing to a report issued yesterday’ by | 


ithe theft bureau of the Automobile 
|Club of Southern California. 

There were 1635 autos stolen in 
|the southern counties during 20, 
while there were 1662 reported 
stolen during 1819, a decrease of 
twenty-seven. 

This, according to Auto Club of- 
ficials, will seem a very small fig- 
ure to the casual observer, but it 
has a significant meaning to the lo- 
cal automobile owner, for it means 
that the wave of thefts has re- 
treated instead of progressed. 

Every year; since 1912 the thieves 
have gained annually on the law, 
/and this is the first time that the 
number of thefts has even indicated 
a decrease. Every effort will now 
be made by the authorities to keep 
the lead over the thieves, and fur- 
ther cut down the theft total. 

Of those cars stolen last year. 
“1142 were recovered, leaving 493 
“outstanding” on which no report 
has beeh secured. Of the cars 
stolen {n 19198, 1311 were recovered, 
leaving only 361 unrecovered, which 
was a better average for the law.

BETTER DAY FOR AGRICULTURAL _. 
PRODUCER DAWNING IN THE SKY. 


BY A. L. SPELLMEYVER. 


OME years azo when autos were new, 
S the X-ray a puzzle, wireless an ex- 

periment and fiying machines a myth, 
a stock broker said to a man who was see- 
ing all sorts of hard times ahead: “In the 
last five years I, myself, have helped bury 
thirty-seven men who bet against the 
United States.” 


People who lack faith in their country, 
its institutions, its principles, its national 
vigor and its ultimate destiny are not the 
ones who are making the money. The men 
who built the first transcontinental railroad 
capitalized their faith, the men who started 
the oil and steel industries were “bulls” 
on the future. When Harriman saw the 
start of the Imperial Valley he had an im- 
mediate vision of the shipping tonnage 
that country was going to offer and he 
never rested until his railroad there had 
been made a reality. 

All great development comes from faith 
and hope in the future, yet today a lot of 
the financial men and great ones of the 
banking and commercial world seem to 
be In a “bear’’ movement. Their disposi- 
tion is to force all values down, labor and 
basic production, manufacturing, the cop- 
per mine and the lowa farm, cattle, flour, 
wool, leather and sugar. 

A monster was created in the establish- 
ment of complicated marketing which add- 
ed great cost to all goods. Then labor be- 
came unreasonable in its demand and dis- 


menaced by a powerful foe, apparently 
about to dominate the world. Nationally 
we did our best and we helped to win the 
struggle. We have yet to win the com. 
mercial struggle of peace. 

Most of our people were fine, great and 
unselfish; a small percentage capitalized 
the national extremity. There war a Judas 
Iscariot among the apo-ties. There is al- 
ways a percentage of men whose greed is 
greater than their patriotiam. 


This is a great, rich country and it is 
not going to pot. It is going to move for- 
ward in development, in production and in 

t necessary improvemeat. The “bears” 
tting against this country are going to 
lose. They have overplayed their hand. 

Trouble generally suggests its own 
remedy. The losses of the farmer and 
stockmen are forcing great associated di- 
rect marketing movements. Eventually 
this may mean much in efficiency and low 
cost in the final marketing from producers 
to consumers. .The cattlemen ‘(and as I 
am a cattlemin [| always start talking 
cattle) have had a bad time but national 
shortage will brigmg the relfef and there 
is no world surplus to bother. Cattle are 
higher in most countries which have sur; 
plus than at our Chicago market, grade for 
grade and quality for quality. 

Old man Supply and Demand is going to 
get in his hand in solving the problems of 
a lot of other agricultural] producers, too. 


change in other things, There is already 
a question as to the beef supply from March 
to April. The cattlemen have organized 
financially to care for surplus during the 
spring and lower retail prices will increase 
meat consumed. The slaughter of thou- 
sands of junk reactor cows, diseased and 
not fit for food, will be stopped by ade- 
quate inspection within a year. Soil fer- 
tilization is becoming an important question 
to many farms. 

The present lack of money is preventing 
much farming and our grain acreage plant- 
ed will be less. There are practically no 
olive groves or lemon groves being put out 
this year. Nor are any kind of fruit trees 
being planted in great quantity. The cow- 
men are not buying registered bulls, the 
citrus men are not spraying so thoroughly, 
or fertilizing, excepting where positively 
necessary. The no-spending craze is on 
and it is almost as phenomenal! in its way 
as was the -wild orgy of spending of a few 
months back. 

All the economy we are now experienc 
ing as relating to the producer will bring 
the result of less production. The result is 
plain to foresee. 

We are not going back; this whole coun- 
try is going forward. To do it all produe- 
tion must yield a living profit. And getting 
agriculture on a profitable basis will be a 
real step towards adjustment and economic 
health, Then we must have some method 
whereby the foreign countries who need our 
goods can give us security that will protect 
us.

In Los Anceles county a poll of the farm 
bureau membership is being taken on the 
subject of installing a home demonstra- 
tion agent in place of a former agent who 
resigned several months ago, Several cen- 
ters have put the question to a vote, and it 
is reported that nearly all so far heard from 
are in favor of dropping the work. In 
those counties of Southern California 
where there are outlying farming districts 
long distances from the county seat, such 
as Imperial, Riverside and San Beranrdino, 
however, the home demonstration agent 
still finds an important niche in the Farm 
Bureau scheme and the complete abandon- 
ment of the work in the State would be a 
distinct loss to such communities. The 
woman agent calls tpon the desert farm- 
er's wives, shows them how to cook new 
dishes, how to make their own millinery 
and how to manufacture various farm 
home conveniences. Many rural home 
problems also come in for discussion. It is 
to be hoped that arrangements can be 
made to per etuate the home demonstra. 
tion work in districts Iike those in which 
it is serving so useful a purpose. 

In districts not so remote in which the 
interest in the work has waned and where 
its usefulness is not so apparent it would 
seem the part of wisdom to drop home dem- 
strations. This, however, is for the farm 
women themselves to decide. They have 
the “say so” on the qitestion and in thi« 
‘decision at least the mere men don’t count. 


honest in’the value of the service it gave. 
The taste of great profits from their coun- 
try during war fRiad whetted the appetites 
of many men. They knew no restraint. 
Food was manipulated until the very pro- 
duction was imperiled: A world was cry- 
ing for our products and yet we did not 
find a way to sell them. The countries 
who wanted the food and articles we made 
had no money and we quarreled around 
without finding anything suitable to accept 
for security. 


Then certain folks in high places started | 
drawing in their money in order to force 
a return to prewar conditions. Taey 
started a “bear” movement and by putting 
the brunt of it upon the producer, com- 
menced to bet against Uncle Sam. 

The backbone of a country is its farm- 
ers. Labor which recently came near 
dominating our national policy and na 
tional attention is merely a part of the 
national life of less importance numerical- 
ly and economically than agriculture which 
must first produce before labor eats or has 
anything to manufacture. 


If we would stop and remove from our 
minds the fear that a falling market 
brings, the panic of possible loss and con- 
sider matters carefully we would hurry to 
a proper adjustment. If value existed in 
staples it still exists. If a farm has 
duced it will produce again. If the world 
zoes on it must use these staples in greater 
quantities, copper, steel, cotton, beef, pork, 
beans, grain, leather and wool. These 
staples will be safe when the shake-up is 
over. They must sell at a profit before a 
permanent national prosperity or even na- 
tional safety can exist, in my op‘nion. 

This was the error of government and 
finance—it hit essential production until 
national confidence wavered. But who can 
say it is not for the best? Many things 
were too high. The effort to win the war 
meant ‘wasted millions, as we were in too 


A lot of the growers have been loaded 
down with worries, but their day is coming 
again in the grand readjustment. 

Here in California we have the finest 
climate in the world; we have a country 
ana the water to grow anything. We offer 
so much that we will certainly double our 
population within a short span of years. 
The future development of this world lies 
towards the West. We are in the position 


to hold it. 
rates we have now are operating towards 
the development of the coast, with its cheap 
water transportation. 

Now when it comes to cattle and farm 
products, milk and hogs, the f.rease of 
population will mean more and more de- 
mand. The high rates for our cattlemen 
to ship to a stockyards market mean 
equally high rates for others shipping any- 
thing to our market when our demand ex- 
ceeds supply. Our hog supply is alrcady 
inadequate, it will be found when things 
simmer down to cases. Our apparently 
worthless cotton land will be in cotton 
again with normal times. Our lemons will 
not have to be plowed under, \our olives 
left rotting. on the trees or our walnuts left 
unsold. We wilh inevitably have protective 
tariffs. 

Who believes that California farming and 
orchard land will decline in value? Who 


for $10 and over will sell for $27? For a 
man to own his land and improve it for 
agricultural use is a handicap at present 
in many cases. When men talk of 6cent 
beef (to get back to cattle talk) they are 
merely foolish. Yearling steers still cost

They should show what proportion 
of the labor ig devoted to work that pro- 
duce an acre of any crop, or the care of 
consumed by odd jobs or unproductive 
tasks. ‘This will enable the farmer to de 
‘termine the number of days of man, 
machine and horse labor necessary to pro- 
duce an ache of any chop, or the care of 
any class of animals for a yean Thus he 
may be able to rearrange his system of 
management so that he can get along with | 
less labor and at the same time maintain 
production. 


A year’s labor records show also just 
how much man power, horse power and 
machine power is necessary to run the en- 
tire farm at different seasons, and put out 
accurately just when the rush seasons oo 
cur. With such records before him, the 
farmer knows what his labo? requirements 


/will be in advance of the rush season. He

SANTA ANA.—The first cultural prob- 
lem to be taken up by the temporarily or- 
ganized California Beet Growers’ Associa- 
tion is the control of the curly leaf disease, 
which H. J. Webber, director of the agri- 
cultural experiment station at Riverside 
says threatens the total destruction of the 
sugar-beet growing industry of the State.

FLORENCE (Ariz.)—Advices have been 
received from the Commissioner of Indiana 


Affairs that, no satisfactory bids having ; 


been received, construction om force ac 
count will soon start on the Indian dam 
across the Gila, above this city twelve miles, 
at The Buttes. The structure is to be of 
concrete, anchored firmly on rock at either 
end. On the south side will be constructed 


a canal, forty feet wide on the bottom, with 
capacity for the fow of 40,000 second feet 
of water. Seven miles below Florence, it 
will branch, to the Indian reservation lands 
near Sacaton and to the Picacho Reservoir, 
above Casa Grande town. From the reser- 
voir will be irrigation of the lands along 
the Southern Pacific. 


The néw works are to give service to 
356,000 acres of Pima Indian lands and to 
27,000 acres of white-owned lands, the latter 
around Florence and Casa Grande. This 
adjustment was fought with vigor by the 
whites, but the only+effect was to delay 
construction till the war prevented any ac 
tivity in the line of development work. 
Finally there was adjustment in Phoenix 
of the differences between the two con 
munities and between themselves and the 
goverument and there was unavailing ad- 
vertisement for bids for construction. 
Funds for the work have been in the 
Treasury at Washington for years past. 

The Indians already are cultivating about 
19,000 acres, largely in Pima cofton,. the

TOBACCO ON BIG SCALE. 


A new industry for California is assured 
as the result of the decision of the newly 
organized Continental Waste Products Cor- 
poration of Delaware to undertake the 
growing of tobacco and the manufacture of 
nicotine insecticides and other tobacco by- 
products in this State. The company was 
organized by William H. Kennedy of Los 
Angeles and has acquired rights to patents 
and formulas for extracting nicotine, 
potash and other by-products from tobaccco 
originated by him. 


Mr. Kennedy announces that three plents 
are projected by the corporation in Califor- 
nia, one to be started im the very near fu- 
ture, or as soon as a suitable site can be 
secured. The first plant, he says, will be 
placed either tn the Gan Fernando or Gan 
Joaquin valleys, and will represent an out- 
lay, with machinery, of around $200,000. 
The company wants to acquire at least a 
thousand acres in the immediate vicinity of 
the plant with the view to growing a large 
part of the supply of tobacco used in its 
manufacturing activities. This supply, Mr. 
Kennedy explains, is to be augmented by 
crops produced on contract by farmers with- 
‘mn feasible hauling diet: nce.

pests. 

In live stock production the Farm Bureau 
will endeavor to stimulate the building of 
silos and the growing of the best silage 
crops, to demonstrate superferity of pure 
bred live stock, to stimulate membership in 
cow-testing associations, bull associations, 
etc., to co-operate to eradicate diseases, to 
campaign to Improve buildings, equipment 
and methods of handling live stock. 

The bureau also hopes to stimulate the 
keeping of better farm account books, to 
assist in maintaining an adequate labor 
supply, to help in the formation of farm 
loan associations and to work for establish- 
ment of cooperative motor truck routes. 

In co-operative buying and marketing tne 
bureau will endeavor to encourage in 
every way possible the development of 
those co-operative marketing associations 
now in existence in the valley and to ac 
tively assist in the establishment of any 
necessary new associations.

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Self-Made Men? 


THINK it was Voltaire who first said that the 

average self-made man had relieved: the Almighty 
of a great responsibility. There is the sting of trath 
in this saying, or at least there doubtless would be if 
one could find a man who had risen to fame or fortune. 
entirely by means of his personal power or merit. In 
most cases, however, at least one of the poor but 
honest parents who were responsible for such a man's 
existence Wag in some respects superior to the people 
among whom they lived. Il health, the love of malt 
or distilled liquors, too early marriage, or a hundred 
other possible causes froze the genial current of such 
souls. But unique value of some kind was, neverthe- 
less latent In them. 


In the personality of Mr. Bounderby, Dickens ana- 
lyzed in his usual extreme manner, but with sure 
toueh, the character of the professionally self-made 
man, Bounderby, it may be remembered, used as 
slogan the assertion, “I, sir, am the son of a drab and 
was born ina ditch.” This pompous ase was really 
the child of an early widowed but most estimable 
woman, By hard toll and the enderance of severe 
privation she had supported her son, given him the 
rudiments of an education and launched him upon 
what proved to be—financially speaking—a phenome- 
nally successful career. The colossal vanity of ber son 
led him to banish her from his neighborhood and con- 
ceal her existence in order that he might pose as an 
entirely self-created individual. ; 


A much commoner form of vanity is that which en- 


- deavors to unduly exalt the character, social position 


or fortune of one’s forebears. Some years ago I was 
introduced to a well-known actor with a high-sounding 
patronymic for professional use, but who was known 
to his Intimates as “Little Jimmy Hogan.” ‘The first 
remark with which Jimmy favored me was, “Sir, you 
see tefore you a Yery remarkable and unique person. 
Celtic by nativity, but who, neverthelebs, is not de 
scended from any of the ancient kings of Ireland.” 
This was certainly a stinging slap at a Hibernian 
foible. 

In the recently published series of articles by the 
son of William Winter, the well-known journalist, 
dramatic critic and poet, the son tells of a letter once 
received by bis parent, demanding from him a consid- 
nity sum of money. In case this order was not 

the writer threatened to reveal the horrible 
fact that Winter's parents had been very poor and that 
the celebrated critic himself worked on a tuz-boat iu 
his youth. Of course Mr. Winter’ did sot “produce.” 
But bh cvidently failed to recognize the double abeurd- 
ity contained im the Dblackmailer’s modest request. 
Certainly no sensible person would have paid for the 
suppression of so creditable a fact; but only a dyed- 
in-the-qpol imbecile would have set out. to abstract 
loot from the pockets or purse of a poet-critic, who 
belongs to a class usually the most impecunious among 
mortal men. Such individuals ordinarily have heavy 
social responsibilities—since every solicitor and beg- 
gar knows them—<emall incomes, large families and 
but one wife, who always has a chronic beadache, a 
lame back, a nursing infant, an imcompetent maid and 
en insufficient household allowance.

In previous articles we have seen how 
Japan gained the Sea of Okhotsk region, 
Kamchatka, the lower reaches of the Amur 
and the Island of Sakhalin. We come néw 
to the dramatic climax to her aims, to the 
moment when Japanese flags were flung 
to the wind on all of the large buildings of 
Viadivostok. 


In the city of Viadivostok the great Rus- 
sian empire of yesterday touched the Occi- 
dent and yet absorbed the mystery of the 
East, the buried ages of China and the mys- 
mysticism of the birth of the race in India. 
The law was rigid there yet individualism 
was rambant and colorful. The summer 
sumis hot andethe winter blasts bitter be- 
yond endurance; the stars glitter as no- 
where else; tigers stalk but an hour away; 
the findigg of grotesque corpses the 
murdered and frozen are a common sight; 
the wild night life is like that of Constan- 
tinople, or was until the little brown men 
came, cowing the huge Siberian and put- 
ting fear into the other nationals. 

One hundred -milifon dollars worth of 
goods sent during the. war, from the United 
States lay long here in the open. 
Piles of it covered with tarpaulin, looking 
like huge Esquimaux igloos, have dotted 
the surrounding landscape since 1916. The 
hills are scarred with the trenches where 
the Russians defended their Pacific sea- 
port from the Japanese in 1902. 

Here are solid ‘stoné buildings of m 
architectural beauty and great forts, f 
Viadivostok was considered almost im- 
 pregnable. 

A year ago Vladivostok whs said to have 
half a million people. Many of the civil 
population were descended from political 
‘exiles. The governing class was of the 
highest type of Wristocrat because of the 
importance of the place. 


Harbor One of Finest 
in World. 


HE harbor, the Golden Horn, is one of 

the finest in the world. It has but one 
drawback, it is frozen from Christmas until 
April. It is kept open, however, by 
ceaseless work, night and day, of strong 
steamers breaking the ice as it forms. On 
clear nights the crashing of ships 
about the harbor is a nove] sound. The ice 
forms directly im the wake of the ice 
breaking ships, as the thermometer often 
ranges around 45 degrees below zero and 
sometimes as low as 60. 

Viadivostok is said to have the rough- 
est climate in the world. Through it 
sweep all the typhoons that are formed 
on the Siberian steppes. Blizzards rage 
for long days with few lulls, the wind 
screaming so that unless in a stone house 
with walls four feet thick and double win- 
dows all sealed up, one must fairly shout 
to be heard. People often freeze at their 
own doorways. 

No water is piped in Viadivostok. The 
@itmate is too severe. There are wells 
about the town and about the outskirts, 
from which the water is carried from house 
to house by Chinese coolles in discarded 
Standard Oil cans. Russians use little 
- water, Their eternal drink is “chi.” tea, 
which they take in glasses. 

The great Trans@iberian Railway has 
its terminus here. The feat of building this 
road stands as one of the stupendous 
achievements of modern times.

People Resent Invasion of 
City by Japanese. 


‘ OLLOWING is the resolution adopted 
by the All-Siberian Federation of the 
zemstvo and city organizations of Viadi- 
vostok relative to the continued landing of 
Japanese troops in the Far East, Siberia: 
“*Acknowledging any interference by 
foreign powers in our internal affairs and 
in party struggles as inadmissable, this 
federation, under the existing conditions, 
when the new government has been recog- 
nized by the entire population, cannot ex- 
plain the presence of the troops of Japan 
by the desire to render assistance to any 
Russian government. 

“Striving for the principle of popular 
government, this federation believes that 
these principles cannot be forced by armed 
force. 

“"Under such circumstances the contin. 
ued landing of Japanese troops, carried out 
despite the free will of the Russian people, 
cannot be regarded otherwise than as an 
act directed against the interests of the 
population and tlreatening the unity and 
integrity of Russia. 

“*This federation believes that any en- 
croachment upom the sovereign rights of 
Russia will meet with the resistance of the 
entire population.’ ”

APAN was repeatedly asked for her in- 

tentions in Siberia. Up to April 2 she 
asserted’ she had no territorial ambitions 
or political aims, even mentioning on March 
27 her “hope to evacuate.” 

It had been noted the latter part of 
March that Japanese civilians were evacu- 
ating the interior, but that daf'y over 100 


vehicles left Viadivostok loaded with war 


materials, such as cartridges, and that the 
hilis around the city were being fortified. 
On March 28 Mr. Motosada Sumoto, direc- 
tor of the Japanese Publicity Bureau, ar 
riving in Japan from Siberia at Teuruga, 
the port of frst call from Viadivostok, gave 
to the press of Japan these words: 4 flat- 
ter myself that my efforts have not been 
altogether without success in bringing the 
Japanese people nearer to the heart and 
understanding of the Russians.” 


The next day there’ came from Tokio, 
through the same publicity bureau, the dec- 
laration that caused a commotion in every 
capital in the world as showing that Japan 
was not only in Siberia but claiming an- 
other slice of China. This is the message 
as given out in Viadivostok: 

“TOKIO, March 29.—The Cabinet at yes- 
terday’s meeting took up the Siberian ques- 
tion. The view now generally prevails that 
in view of tle conditions in Siberia, which 
are far from assuring for the safety of the 
Japanese, immediate evacuation is out of 
the question. The evacuation is a settled 
matter, but must come only when fully 
adequate and reliable guarantee has been 
obtained as to the security of the life and 
property of the Japanese in Siberia and the 
integrity of the Japanese interests’ in 
Manchuria and Mongolia.”

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A Brief History of a Destitute, Fast Disap- 
pearing Tribe of Our National Wards. 

HE tribe ef Indians named Biackfeet, 

by official Washington, is actually the 
Pikuni tribe of the once powerful 
Blackfeet Confederyy. This was a 
branch of Algonkian stock divided into 
three tribes: the Skisika, Blackfeet; Kaina, 
Bloods; Pikuni, Wearing Apparel. The Con 
federacy had as its allies, and under its pro 
tection, the Gros Ventres, alse Algonkian 
but of different dialect, and the Sakci, a 
small tribe of Athapaskan stock. When, in 
about 1800, the Hudson Bay Company ex, 
tended its activities to the eastern foot of 
the Rocky Mountains, it found that the Con- 
- federacy claimed, occupied and held as its 
own, all that vast territory that extends 
from the North Saskatchewan River to the 
Yellowstone, and from the summit of the 
Rockies eastward for something like 400 
miles. At that time the three tribes of the 
Confederacy numbered about 8000 lodges, or 
nearly 50,000 people. While all three tribes, 
with their allies, at times roamed the whole 
length apd breadth of their country, the 
Blackfeet mainly lived in the northern part 
of it, the Bloods in its west-central part,

that year permitted by the tribe to build a 
trading post, Fort Piegan, at the junction 
of the Missouri and Marias rivers, about 
100 miles east of the Rockies.

Missouri and the Yellowstone. 


Unwarranied Slaughter of an 
Entirs Band by Soldiers. 


N THE winter of 1869-70, at his ranch 


ex-employee of the American Fur Company, 
mercilessly whipped a youth of Black Wea- 
sel’s band of the Pikuni. Bruised and bleed- 
ing. the youth went home and made com- 
plaint, and two of his relatives quickly 
a\enged him by killing Clark. As soon as 
news of this reached Washington, Presi- 
dent Grant ordered Col. Baker, then sta- 
tioned at, Fort Shaw, on Sun River, to pur- 
sue Black Weasel and his band, and, shoot: 
ing to kill, teach them a lesson that they 
would never forget. At dawn of Jan. 1. 
1870, Baker and his two companies of 
mounted infantry arrived at the edce of a 
bluff. of the Marias River Valley, and, tcok- 
ing down, saw eighty lodges of the Pikuni

Weaponiess, frantically 
signalling the soldiers to cease firing, he 
fell. There began, then, a terrible slaugh- 
ter of the people, who-from first to last 
fired not one shot at the soldiers: fen, 
women, children, babes in arms, all were 
indiscriminately killed to the mumber of 
about fixe hundred, only five escaping into 
the brush. When the last of the wounded 
had been put out of misery, the soldiers at- 
tempted to cremate the dead upon their

lodge. One after another they recited the 
various wrongs that the whites had done 
them and <deciared that this was the end.

White Calf and hi 
chief of the warrior bands, Little Dog, sat 
side by side, listened té the furious denun 
clations of the whites, and sald nothing

You will take us from plenty of 
buffalo, to the part of our country where 
there are none. so we shall go hungry. Our 
hoses are very poor, many of them will die 
along the long trail to the north We ask 
you to tell your Great Father how very 
anjust he is to us.”

At that some of the chiefs laughed;

your agencies have been moved northward 
time and again. It is as this soldier says; 
nothing was ever done with the peace paper 
that your fathers signed; it is as though it 
had never been written. It is true, also, 
that the present Great Father and his big 
cheifs say that the Pikuni own only the 
country lying between the Marias River and 
the Canadian line.”

ing. the chiefs sat as though stunned; 
then suddenly sprang to their feet shout- 
ing: “The whites are liars! Thieves!

At the time of the mas 
sacre, two small sons of Heavy Rumner 
happened to be with their mother out im a 
camp of buffalo hunters, and s0 survived. 
They were later adopted by Joseph Kipp. 
One of them; named Richard Kipp, bas for 
years been trying to obtain redress for the 
loss of his father and all of the latter's 
property, of a value of some thousands of 
dollars. He has himself been to Washing- 
ton im regard to the matter. Unsecrupulous 
lawyers of that city have taken his all; 
Senators and Congressmen have made him 
promises which they have never fulfilled; 
he is today a penniless, despondent man 


Three Tribes of Blackfeet Confederacy 
Seek Canadian Protection - 


N 1873, again by executive order of Prest- 

dent Grant, the Teton River, north of 
the Missouri, was made the southern 
boundary of the Blackfeet country and their 
agency whe moved from Fort Benton to 4 
point on the Teton, later named Choutean. 
It was iIn*this year that the Cenadian North- 
west Mounted Police established Fort Mac 
leod, in the Province of Alberta, and in- 
duced the*Blackfeet, Blood and Sakci tribes 
of the Blackfeet Confederacy to renounce 
all claims to United States territory, an‘ 
become wards of the British government. 
It was well for them that they did! 

In 1876, again by executive order, the 
Mariags River was made the southern 
boundary of the Blackféet—the Pikuni 
Reservation and their agency was moved 
from the Teton north to Badger Creek a 
main tributary of the Marias. They knew 
nothing about these Presidential orders by 
which they had been deprived of portion 
after portion of their plains and mountains. . 
All that they did know was that the whites 
moved their agency northward from place 
to place, and as to that they did not care, 
for they rarely visited their agency. Buf 
fJalo were still plentiful and they roamed 
and hunted as they always had, from 
Canada south to the Yellowstone. 


In the autumn of 1879, the late Joseph 
Kipp and the writer established a trading 
post om the Judith Riyer, where the city of 
Lewistown now stands, and thither came 
the Pikuni to hunt the great game herds 
ard to tradé with us. At that time there 
was in all that country but one ranch, a

Fruiterians confine their diet to fruits, 
fresh and dried, and nuts, classing riw vo 
maatoes and ripe olives as fruit. They claim 
fhat thie was the original diet of man, 35 
it is now of the anthropoid apes, from whom 
we are supposed to be descended. How- 
ever, apes rob birds’ nests, and sometimes 
devour young birds. 

In 1900 Dr. Edward Hooker Dewey of 
Meadville, Pa., wrote a book, entitled “The 
No Breakfast Plan and the Fasting Cure,” 
in which he gave his remarkable expert 
ence in improving health and curing chronic 
disease by inducing his patients to give Up 
breakfast, and eat two meals a day, the 
first at noon. The practice has since be- 
come qtite popular. It is founded on the 
theory that etrength is renewed by sleep, 
so that the morning meal is superfivous, and 
‘y interfering with digestion, reduces 
tather than increases strength. 

Whether breakfast or some other meal 
hould be omitted, depends on a person's 
nabits, but there is no doubt that the two- 
meal-e-day plan fs a step toward health and 
ficiency. Two thousand years ao a Ko- 
man writer chided thote who ate to reple- 
tion twice daily. What would he say today? 

The milk diet, as a cure for chronie dis- 

. has become quite populer. Combined 

h complete rest, it has often proved tem- 
porarily helpful on account of its simpligity. 
Remarkably large quantities of milk are 
consumed by some patients—-scmetimes as 
much as eight quarts a day. in half hourly 


“ doses, the average being six quarts. This 


is unnatural and unwholesome. 

Other dietetic theories that have had 
fome vogue ere “dry diet,” or drink restric- 
tion; the Salisbury, or beef and hot water 
diet. a variety of the nonstarch diet; mono- 
“iet —one food at a meal—and the raw food 
dict. 

All these forms of diet have their good 
and bad pointe. After all, the most impor 
tent thing is mot what you cat, but how 
much. It & more harmful to overeat of 


_ good food than to eat abstemiously of bad 


food. 

Meantime, don’t worry yourself about 
“calories,” and proteins, and carbohydrates 
and “vitamines.” You will get a sufficiency 
of them if you eat of natural foods--of foods 
that have not been emasculated, like white 
flour, and commercial corn meal, and pol- 


. ished rice, and refined sugar, and foods that

have all the vitality cooked put of them.

as & reeult of wrong feeding. If plants and 
trees were not fertilized with animal exere- 
mént, they would rarely be subject to dis- 
ease, and there would be no need to use 
poisonous sprays.’ 

“You may uederstand human anatomy, 
but your statement shows that you do not 
have even a smattering of knowledge con- 
cerning the feeding of plants. Do you think 
that plants eat, as do amimals’ Again ict 
me Say that plants which never heard ot 
human excrement have serious plant dis 
eases. For insiance apple trees, which 
grow out in the wilds, are almost sure to 
have scab, blight. worms, etc.” 

The statement I made was absolutely 
correct. Like human beiggs, plants euler 
from foul nourishment. They also suffer 
from wnder nourishment} and wild trees 
may grow in a soil that does not contain 
sufficient of the mineral elements to feed 
them.

feeding of plants. Heasks: “Do vou think 
that plamis eat food as do animals?” Yes, 
indeed they do, only with this difference. 
Plants live on the inorganic minerals,

Following paragraphs are from an article 
in the American Journal of Syphilis, Octo- 
ber, 1920, éntitled “Cholesterinemia and the 
Wassermann Reaction,” by Edwin Henes, 
Jr., M.D., Milwaukee, Wis. Read itecarefully: 

“There seems to be no douht that the so- 
called Wassermann reaction is continuing to 
fall into disrepute. When it was first given 
to the professional world it was hailed as 
one of the greatest advances made to clini- 
cal medicine. But it soon fell into the hands 
of ultra scientists—into the hands of those 
who insisted on ‘refinements’ of technique, 
on endeavors to make the test more deli- 
cate, on attempts to make it an artificial 
test; and the result was the revelation that 
the famous test was, perhaps, after all, not 
u specific reaction, and therefore at once 
ceased to be the exceedingly valuable diag- 
nostic and therapeutic test it is entitled to 
be. 

“It has been well gaid that ‘the generation 
that holds the responsibility for the future 
is being inculcated with an almost reveren- 
tial respect for artificial methods that nei- 
ther clinician nor pathologist can explain or 
control.’ That tendency is an unfortunate 
oné, for it most certainly tenis to regard a 
laboratory test as more important than the 
patient. We are slowly breaking away from 
the fallacy of treating the @isease rather 
than the patient. Let wus, also, not forget 
the patient in the making of a diagnosis, and 
if laboratory tests are to be used to assist 
us, let us at least remember the patient and 
his Wlinical and metabolic state, in our of- 
deavor to interpret what the test tube has 
shown us. 

“That is the position in which we find the 
Wassermann reaction today. It is being 
done, it being ‘refined’ and improved and 
made more ‘delicate’ and positive, and it is 
being interpreted, with an utter disregard of 
the patient. We are wont to look upon the 
patient as a constant factor in the perform. 
ance of laboratory tests, whereas the patient 
is without doubt the most inconstant factor. 
it is needless to recount the variations in 
the clinical and metabolic states of different 
individuals, and the continuous Variations in 
Same individual. But we give no heed to 
them, and prefer to juggie and play with the 
factors that go to make up a so-called Was- 
sermann reaction. , Our interpretations and 
conclusions are based on the results of our 
juggling and play. That is the trouble with 
the Wassermann reaction, and it behooves 
the.serologist and pathologist to come out of 
the dazzling light of the laboratory and have 
an occasional look at the patient.”

“I am supported in these statements by no 
less an authority than Dr. Fuqua, president 
of the Chicago Dental Society. During the 
National Convention of Dentists which met 
in Chicago, March, 1920, he was quoted by 
the daily papers as saying in one of his ad- 
dresses to the assembled dentists: 

“*Thére’s a wave of tooth pulling in this 
country. We must put a stop to it. it's on 
account of the X-ray. The X-ray is adjust- 
able; you can read anything into it. People 
get an X-ray taken and rush down and have 
their teeth pulled. We are fast becoming 
a nation of dental cripples: Too many teeth 
are being pulled. 

“ ‘People place too much refiance upon the 
physician's diagnosis. The physician says, 
‘Go. get your teeth pulled; your lumbhago is 
caused by the toothache,’ and the patient 
rushes and does as he is told. 

“Now it is sometimes necessary to pull 
teeth, but not always, and pulling a tooth 
leaves the mouth somewhat crippled.’ 

“It is reasonable to suppress local jnflam- 
mations and abscesses with antiseptic and 
surgical treatment? The question is, what 
causes the foci of infection? 

“Does medical science imagine that the 
suppression of these centers of infection 
with poisonous antiseptics and surgical 
operations solves ibe problem? Why can- 
not they see that this also is rank suppres- 
sion and not cure? Can a healthy body, en- 
dowed with pure biood, normal tissues and 
perfect mechanical structural alignment, de- 
velop such foci of infection? What is the 
use of suppressing these symptoms of con- 
stitutional disease in one place, only to 
have them bob up at another place in more 
destructive form? 

“Of such natire are the great achieve 
ments of modern medical science! - This 
constant suppression of symptoms of dis- 
ease by drug poisoning and surgical mutila-

The Movies and the Eyes. 


E HAVE heard much of the morals of 

the “movies.” I am not retained to 
oversee the morals of Times readers. That 
would be too big a job. 1 leave it to the 
parsons. “Fools rush in where angels fear 
to tread.” Not that parsons are fools. By 
no means. Often, however, they do display 
a lack of discretion—which we are told is 
the better part of valor. . 


I venture to suggest that “strong meat,” 
in the shape of scenes highly seasoned with 
male seducers and female “vampires,” is not 
good mental food for the young, and that 
more encouragement should be civen to the 
production of wholesome, virile plays for 
children. 

One of the most remarkable develop- 
ments of the past few years has been the 
astonishing growth of the moving picture 
show business. In Los Angeles there are 
hundreds of these miniature theaters. 
With some young people—and not a few 
older ones, who ought to know better—the 
picture show has become a craze, a mania, 
an obsession, a sort of perennial mental 
jag. Picture shows have even invaded the 
schools and churches. Young people some- 
times spend a whole afternoon, going from 
one of these cheap shows jo another. 

Some of the pictures displayed are not 
only interesting, but instructive, especially 
those depicting scenery, places and events. 
In this way one may get the benefit of a 
long journey, without the d'scomfort and 
expense of travel. Other pictures are sen- 
sational, and unwholesome, while a few 
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are decidedly bad, suggesting crime and 
immorality. 

It is not, Rowever, to the moral, but to _ 
some of the physical effects of picture 
shows that I refer. First; some of the 
places are not always so well ventilated as 
they shofld be. Second; the Gims, except 
under the best of conditions, are injurious 
to the eyes. Much attention has of late 
been paid to the effects of eye strain. A 
share of the increase of this ailment has 
undoubtedly been due to the moving pic 
ture films—especially when they flicker. Of 
late there has been much improvement in 
this respect, and it is seldom that one sees 
any flickering of the film in a first-class 
place.

yited to witness the Navajo Fire Dance. By 
way of explanation I will say that this dance 
bas been held but three times in the past 
fifteen years, and a genuine Fire Dance is 
therefore a rare thing, but on this night was 
to be given near Gorman’s store, an Indian 
trading post set in the foothills of the 
Thusca range, some twenty or twentyd4ive 
niles in the interior of the Navajo reserva- 
‘ion. My friend said “Do you want to go?” 
—and did I1?—why I was wild to go, and ac- 
‘ordingly, as the sun was getting low we 
started, driving to the northward from #al- 
up. 

The road, so long as we had light to see, 
was beautiful—a yellow, it twisted in and 


yut of the gorges in the Tohatchi Mountains, 
winding and doubling back upon itself, 
jownward into the Tohatchi Flats, a level 
meadow some twelve miles equare. This 
valley was once the habitat of a race of 
people who lived and mads their simple 
aomes here, but have long ‘41cappeared leav- 
ng no message to history except that con- 
veyed by ruined villages, fragments of pot- 
very and scattered implements of the stone 
ig2. 


Hillsides Dotted with Blazing © 
Camp Fires of Indians. 


ARKNESS had blotted out the landscape 

long before we arrived at our destina- 
jon, and we found the whole hillside and 
‘esa top dotted with camp fires, blazing 
timid the trees where hundreds of Navajos 
iad encamped. They had come from all 
yver the reservation; had traveled on foot. 
m horseback, in wagons-—I even saw a few 
sutomobiles. Civilization reaches far. 
There was a great stir of preperation and 
subeved expectancy. 

An amphitheater built for the oecasion, 
was pretty well filled when we entered. It 
was a great inclosure encircled by felled 
vedar trees and boughs, thickh.y interlaced 
10 as to form a compect wall, and lighted 
rom within by blazing fires at regular dis- 
ances along the wall. The night was in- 
‘ensely cold and the fires served a double 
purpose of furnishing heat and light. In 
the center a huge bonfire 6f cedar and pine 
logs blazed, shedding tia warmth and light 
throughout the entire inclosure, and threw 
into brijliant light the rows upon rows of 
»rown faces, and masses of squatting, blan- 
cer, swathed Indlan forms who had made 


_ themselves comfortable near the outer circle 


of camp fires. Such was the picturé which 
met the gaze on entering the single aper- 


ture in the inclosing well of this most prim!- 


tive, as well as beautiful, open-air theater, 
devised for the staging of the weird rites 


sheepskin mats, furnished by our host, Mr. 
Gorman, the Indian trader. 

A large space was kept open around the 
central fire for the performance of the danc- 
ers, and within this circle stood De-la-Chee- 
pe-Kiss, head man over the Tohatchi Nava- 
jos, while he announced in the Indian tongue 
that the dancing wovfld continue throughout 
the night, and the people were commanded 
(not retjjuested):to remain quiet, and aiso 
to remain seated (which meant squatted) 
through the various dances anc ceremonies. 
The approach of the dancérs was made 
known by a shrill whistle from the doorway. 


The first was a performance by delight 
makers. Twelve youths, nude except for a 


waist cloth, bodies painted a grayish white, 


with fantistic ornaments painted thereon in 
black, each bearing a slender wand tipped 
with feathers, appeared, and danced with 
perfect symmetry of step around the bonfire 


advised as to whether it proved efficacious. 
It was, however, an impressive ceremony, 
at the completion of which, the dancers 
speaking through feather trumpets, ad- 
dressed the great fire spirit to the four 
points of the compass, then speaking to 
the central fire, they withdrew, giving place 
to six other dancers in costume of feathers 


and ribbon streamers, who gave the cere-. 


mony of the arrows. 


The arrow is the symbol of the Navajo 
race, and this is looked upon as a very im- 
portant ceremony and dance. Each dancer 
carried a feather trimmed arrow with which 
he emphasized the chant, holding in ex- 
tended, clenched hand, like a Jovian thun- 
derbolt—pointing to the centra) fire—to the 
four points of the compass, and just before 
retiring from the stage the arrows were 
thrust down the thoats of the danters, 


Whirling Dancers Make Sound 
Like Rising Wind. 
HEN followed the’ ceremony of making 
the arrow dance in a basket. A chorus 
of twelve singers entered, with a thirteenth 
who carried a rain whistle, which when 
whirled round makes a noise like approach- 
ing wind, and a fourteenth dancer who car- 
ried a ceremonial basket. Afier circling 
round the central fre with the music of the 
chant, the accompaniment of the rain whis- 
tles and the sound of tom toms from the 
medicine hogan, they dll, instantly and with 
one accord closed in and formed a compact 
wall around two feather costumed Cancers 
and the Medicine Man who bore the basket; 
then, as quickly falling apart the two danc- 
ers stood alone in the arena with face 
turned to face, and danced with the basket 
on the ground between them, while from the 
basket an arrow, tipped with a feather, 
stood on its point, and waved to the cest and 
to the west, to the north and to the south, in 
response to the swaying figures of the danc- 
ers. It was an awesome sight, and while it 
can be accounted for naturally, is a remark-

to the music of a chant. Each danc- 
er addressed.~his partner whom he 
playfully brushed with his wand, then 
all stopped and pointing their wands ‘to 
the fire, the words of the chant addressed 
the spirit of the fire. This dance was of a 
playful nature, and was designed to put the 
audience im good hamor. I was told that 
the words of the chant indicated the dancers 
impersonated horses, and other animals, and 
the last appeal to the spirit of the fire was 
on behalf of those animals. The dance re- 
sumed, and one by one the dancers dropped 
out, disappearing through the doorway. 
Many ceremonies followed, all solemn- 
ly religious, im fact, all Indian dances

At. midnight all wae expectancy, at on 
ter of ceremogies had announced ap- 
proach of the fire dancers. The whistle blew 
from the doorway, and there entered 
arena the twelve naked dancers who hb 
played the delight Makers early in the eve- 
ning. Now, however, each man bore across 


r 


his bended arm a long slender bundle of the ' 


fibrous inner bark of the cedar tree. Very 
solemnly and precisely. they stepped round 
and round the great upward Slazivg fire. It 


was a beautifully weird sight and harked — 


dack to classical Greece and the Eleusinian 
rites in sacred Attic groves. Lithe naked 
body followed lithe naked body around the 
bonfire in perfect harmony of motion, all 
the while chanting in the ancient Navajo 
tongue, the words being of the great Sun 
Father and to the great Sun Father. One 
by ome the bundles of bark were lighted 
at the fame and the dancers received the 
purification by fire. The dance proceeded, 
and gradually became a swirling blur of 


graceful naked human bodies, bdiaging fag- 


gots with which from time to time the 
bodies were brushed, apparently with no 
feeling of pain—sparks fiying upward and 
sparkling from the floor of the arena—the 
chanting of the chorus, the’ distant tom 
toms, the roaring of the rain makers and 
the dance rattles, which added to the crack- 
ling of the blazing logs induced a state of 
nerves bordering on bewilderment as to 
time and locality. The am ceased, there 
fis a quick rush of Indian onlookere—the 
dancers are gone and there is a scramble 
for the fallen portions of burned bark, 
which are carefully gathered up, having, I 
presume, some religious virtue, as the 
Navajo ia no souvenir hunter. 


The great fire dance is over, and in the 
wee small hours of the morning, we say 
goodnight to our host, and return to our 
homes, back to the white man’s burden, 
with some wonderment as to which is the 
wiser, the white man, or the red man?

This does not prevent the rug having a 
giow, nor a richness that is quiet and re 
strained, but never self-assertive. 


Those unfortunate enough to have a rug 
in the living-room that insists upon doml- 
nating the room and making it all wrong 
may free themselves of this annoyance in 
either of two ways. They may sell it to the 
second-hand store or by private want ad 
sale, or they may have it dyed. A wise 
woman will not permit an obstreperous rug 
to spoil her living-room any more than a 
wise mother will permit an obstreperous 
child to spot] the family life.

The adaptation of means to an end 
is as necessary in the selection of furniture 
as it is in any enterprise. A piece of furni- 
ture that is out of harmony in shape, in 
size, in design, or in proportion, may detract 
from a room, by disuniting it, even though 
it is beautiful in itse]f. In order to serve 
ite purpose it must fit into the family of 
furniture and look as though it belonged. 


There: is serious danger in that the en- 
thusiast may crowd a room with furniture. 
in fact, many a living-room would be vastly 
improved by having a large part of the 
objects with which it is cluttered removed. 
It\is a good plan to clear away commonplace 
pieces that have no joy in them and to start 
fresh once in a while. This can be done so 
easily, now, with the deman@ for all kinds 
of furniture so good, and the money 350 
secured can be put to sich good use if wise 
selection is exercised. Just a few good 
pleces, striking the right tone, can trans- 
form a hodge-podge room into a place of 
peace and joy.

BALANCE. 
Furnishings which are useful or are in 
useful relations—a lamp, a book, a table 
and a chair—are more artistic than those 
which are designed apparently for use, but 
which cannot be used, as a vase which will 
not hold flowers. 
One artistic principle which should be 
applied to arrangements of furnishings is 
balance. 


Balance does not necessarily mean sym- 
metry, although may mean that. If two 
children are teetering and the children are 
about the same weight then they have to

be placed about the same distance from 
the center. 

But, If on the other hand, one child is 
very much heavier than the other, then the 
larger child must be nearer the center”

If 
there are only a few horizontal lines on the 
walls of the room and enough vertical lines, 
the lighter hangings may be looped back 
slightly, but never a great deal. 


CLIMATIC CONDITIONS CONSIDERED. 

The furnishings of a room must be suit- 
tbie, suitable to the character of the 
room itself; to the general style of the 
house, and equally important, suitable to the 
style of the people living in it. Besides 
this, the materials which are used should be

“Army officers at Fort Shaw made a like re- 
quest. Several months passed, and then an 
inspector of the Indian department came 
out from Washington, found. that our re 
ports were only too true, and at once re 
moved the agent from office, and called up- 
on Fort Shaw, and upon several large Mon- 
tana contractors, to rush supplies of food 
to the agency. They came in ‘ue time, 
early in the spring. but not until more than 
five hundred of the Indiana had died from 
starvation.

Allen, they did fairly well. Since his time,

Plight of the Blackfeet Said to be 
Desperata ai This Time. 


WAS with the Blackfeet all of last sum- 
mer. They were in want then, and are 
starving now. Cato Sells visited their 
reservation while I was there. They tried to 
tell him of their desperate plight and tHeir 
needs, but he said that he did not want to 
hear any unpleasant stories. Later on, in a 
speech in Spokane, he announced that he 
would not let the Blackfeet starve; that he 
would at once send Inspector Lipps to their 
reservation to make a house to house can- 
vass of their conditicn and their needs. The 
inspector did make a two-day visit there, 
but he entered no Indian house, and had no 
talk with the Indians. Later on in reply 
to an editorial of mine in the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger, Sells announced In the 
Washington Post of October 11 that he 
was sending to the Blackfeet 100,000 
pounds of beef, 100,000 pounds of flour, 
other foods and clothing. He has not ful- 
filled 
The Blackfeet are starving. A few of 
their friends have opened a Blackfeet In- 
dian Relief Fund in the Stockmen’s Bank, 
Browning, Moent., and a trustworthy Indian, 
George Starr, issues checks upon it weekly 
to a few—pitifully few of the most desti- 
tute families, at the rate of $4 per family. 
There is less than $200 in the fund at this 
time. It should have thousands. We are 
sending millions of dollars to the relief of 
the destitute in foreign lands, and letting 
the Blackfeet, real Americans, starve! 
Although the Indian Commissioner should 
have three physicians for the Blackfeet, one 
at Browning—the agency—one at the tribal
